Washington, D. C., June 19.—[Speciai.] 

. —Pheat a powerful underground move- 
ment for the conclusion of peace in Eu- 
rope is in progress is the prevailing opin- 
ion in official and diplomatic circies here. 

The movement is being directed by the 
representatives of European neutral na- 
tioris, aided by high officials of the Ger- 
man government. While not being actu- 
aliy opposed, it is not being encouraged 
by 2ither Great Britain or Italy. Russie 
atid France are maintaining a passive 
attitude in deference, perhaps, to the de- 
meanor of England. 

HM was with full knowledge of these 
efforts to achieve peace in Europe that 
former Secretary of State Bryan made 
public the plan by which he proposes to 
bring the great struggle toanend. — 

Bryan Hopes to Succeed. 

While at the head of the state depart- 
ment Mr. Bryan participated in many 
unsuccessful attempts to effect a cessa- 
tion of hostilities and was acquainted 
with all the peace movements at home 
and abroad. It is known that ‘he hopes 


his suggestions as to the ‘“‘“way out’’s 


will be adopted by those who are working 
‘ze@lously to arrange a truce for the dis- 
cussion of peace terme. 

The chief feature of the Bryan plan to 

bring about peace at the present time is 
the @uggestion for a conference of neutral 
powers. The basis of the principles to 
maintain peace include arbitration, me- 
diation, and discussion of the issues. 
_ President Wilson is known t disagree 
with Mr. Bryan regarding the advisabil- 
tty of calling a conference of neutrals 
now, for the reason that he believes the 
velligerents would regard it as unneces- 
sary meddling on the part of those whose 
fortunes are not wholly at stake in the 
war. 


Wilson Aware of Peace ferorts. 

President Wilson also is conversant with 
the steps being taken here and in Europe 
to organize an effective peace movement. 
Information of the attitude of the bellig- 
erents and of the views of European neu- 
tral nations has been conveyed to him by 
American ambassadors and ministers 
abroad, by European diplomats in Wash- 
ington, and by his personal friend, Col. 
E. M. House, who returned recently from 
a European tour during which he con- 
ferred with the chief officials of England, 
France, and Germany. 

It became known today that the prest- 
dent does not intend to offer his services 
as a mediator unless requested to do so 
by one or more of the belligerent powers. 

The president takes the position that his 
eagerness to do anything that would end 
the war has been known to the bellig- 
erents ever since he sought to mediate last 
August under the terms of The Hague 
convention. To press his services upon 
the warring governments now, he be- 
lieves, would be not only tactless but 
probably injurious to effective work for 
peace; because it would cheapen his ef- 
forts. 


Joint Action Considered. 

The. peace movement which ig in prog- 
ress leads in the direction of joint action 
by the neutral powers of the world to in- 
duce the belligerents to cease hostilities. 
The Netherlands, Denmark, Sweden, Nor- 
way, and Switzerland have been discuss- 
ing the advisability of calling a confer- 
ence of all neutral powers for the purpose 
of formulating a peace appeal to the bel- 
ligerents and of bringing influences to 
bear to procure acceptance to the pro- 


posals. 

This plan is still in a stage of discussion 
and apparently none of the neutral pow- 
ers most directly concerned with the 


to call the proposed conference. 

The United States has been informed of 
the scheme and of the interest in it taken 
by some of the neutral nations of Europe. 
President Wilson has not indicated his 
attitude toward the move, although it is 
known that he does not deem it advisable 
at this time for the United States to take 
the initiative in the calling of the confer- 
ence. 

. Would Avoid Misconstruction. 

Germany wants peace now, but eo far 

has refused to admit it officially or to in- 
voke mediation in any formal manner. 
The general opinion here is that Ger- 
many fears a formal step in the direction 
of peace would be construed by its ene- 
mies as a confession of defeat. 

The German peace terms are well 
known. Berlin demande the Belgian Con- 
g0 ag compensation for the evacuation of 
Bedlgium and the cession of Morocca or 
other African territory as compensation 
for the relinquishment of northern 
France. Berlin also demande the restora- 
tion of its African colonies taken by Great 
Britain. Germany is willing to let go its 
interests in the orient captured by Japan 
_ané Great Britain. 

~ Im addition Germany seeks to shatter 
the naval power of Great Britain by pro- 


claiming the freedom of the seas.

Officials at 
the Brooklyn navy yard, _where the ship 
was constructed, said it Was one of the 
smoothest launchings and: ch 
they had ever seen. — 

A crowd of 15,000 saw the suserécenaie 
naught slide gracefully down the ways 
and push jts: nose through the water up. 
a lane cleared’ by a fleet of tugs. Blasts 
of sirens off the navy yard were taken up 
by tugs all along the river, and far down 
below the. Brooklyn bridge small. craft 
gave the Arizona a noisy greeting. Sev- 
eral tugs then’ closed in about it and drew. 
it, back into the navy yard slip. 


; Arizona Girl Sponsor. 

The Arizona was wellchristened, Miss 
Esther Ross, Arizona's prettiést girl, 
smashed a bottle of champagne and a’bot- 
tle of the first water that came over the 
big Roosevelt dam against the huge side 
of the dreadnaught. Some unidentified 
enthusiast, who had heard of prohibition- 
jst protests against the use of wineasa 
dhristening fluid—and. who evidently 
feared that. only grapejuice would be 
used—smashed a bottle of whisky on the 
bow. ° 

The official christening fluids were held 
in two bottles twined in an American flag. 
Miss Ross threw the package hard against 
the Arizona’s steel side as she pronounced 
the time honored formula: “I christen 
thee Arizona.” 

To the joy of the sailormen and chagrin 
of the Prohibitionists, the bottle of wine 
was splashed freely. over the.bow, while 
the flagon of water remained intact. 

Bishcp Atwood of Arizona pronounced 
the invocation before the launching. Sec- 
retary of the Navy Daniels spoke briefly. 


Called Queen of the Seas. 

“The queen of the seas "’ was the title 

given the Arizona by Secretary Daniels 
in an address before the launching. 
-“ The purpose for which she exists is 
protection of the American home,”’ said 
Daniels. ‘‘ The Arizona is the latest addi- 
tion to a fleet whose purpose is to be the 
right arm of American defense in case of 
attack by a foreign foe. It is a consum- 
mation devoutly: to be wished that the 
Arizona may never be attacked, but if it 
is, we believe it will give a good account 
of itself.’’ 

Daniels compared the new ship to two 
previous ‘Arizonas, of civil war times, 
declaring the vessel launched today waa 
a ‘leviathan comparatively. He said the 
big dreadnought would carry fifty-three

CENSORSHIP STANDARDS. 
ethe Illinois legislature has tackled the question 


of censorship. A very broad bill, after “ hilarious | 


debate,” was amended so as to authorize the sup- 
pression of pictures of lynchings, murders, and sim- 
ilar assumed incitements, but the original intention 
to prevent all pictures tending to excite race dis- 
turbances was thus overryled. Finally a state 
board of censors was provided. | 
We do not doubt the first bill im itself deserved 
“ hilarious ” comment, because the present tendency 
in favor of censorship is pretty likely to express. 
itself in freak laws. But if this measure deserved 
euch comment, the tendency it illustrates does not, 
for it is contrary to the American jnstinct of indi- 
vidual liberty and to our wholesome fear of of- 
ficialism. | 

When censorship passes out of its benignant func- | 
tion of protecting impressionable youth from vicious 
suggestion and proposes to oversee the mental expe- 
Fiences of the adult, it is ridiculous and obnoxious.

European war, two factors which serve to bide it. 

Becrecy has been a condition insisted upon by 

the dominant Japanese. ‘Timidity is inherent in 
the Chinese character. Duplicity has been prac- 
ticed by the dominating nation. Naturally the 
otber nations have been feeling their way about in 
a fog of misunderstanding. 
What Japan is doing to China under the cover 
of the European war,may prove to be much more 
consequential than the. Muropean war itself. It 
may result in a greater change in the human family 
than possibly can be the consequence of the battles 
now being fought. ; 

What we must consider with minds undeceived 
by lip service is that Japan is in the open, conceal 
herself as she may try, as a conqueror, It may 
mean’ nothing to us, or it may mean little, or it 
may mean much. Whatever it means, it gains only 
malignancy if we fail to observe it. Japan is put- 
ting the largest nation in the world under the yoke. 
It is being done by the threat of force and not by 
the employment of it, Therefore it is not a dra- 
matic spectacle. It is lost behind the smoke of 
explosives in Europe, where much effort may come 
to nothing. In China little effort may come to 
much. Japan knows that we have our eyes on 
Europe. It is easy to fill our ears with plausible 
words. 8s ° 

We may concede that we can do nothing. But 
for our own protection and qur own security we 
should not tolerate one illusory idea of the intent 
and purpose of the one real conquering nation of 
the world. | 

We assume that the governments at Washington, 
London, Petrograd, Paris, and Berlin have been 
informed or are knowing. Germany is technically 
at war with Japan and helpless. Great Britain. 
France, and Russia are technically at war at the 
side of Japan and are helpless. China itself is 
helpless and the United States is bewildered and 
uncertain. | 

Japan bas arisen as a conqueror. That fact as 
an unpleasant dose of medicine may be made pal- 
atable by a superficial coating, but it will not be 
digested the more easily because it has been made 
inoffensive to the taste. It remains a fact, what- 
ever its importance may prove to the United States, 
that Japan has begun to seek her destiny by ag- 
gression. | .

Japanese diplomacy is to make the ears deceive 
the eyes. Nations must be convinced that what 
they see is illusion and what they hear is true. 

Sentimentally we might be outraged by the at- 


tempt to subjugate so gigantic an invalid as China 
and yet view merely with emotional regret the dis- 
appearance of a nation. No doubt we shall be able 
to readjust ourselves to.the loss of this nation as 


a friendly buyer of goods, although there we leave 
the realm of sentiment and come into one of ex- 
tremely practical reality. 

But it is important that we understand Japan. 

We may surrender China, protected by a multitude 
of international agreements, to her; but we must 
not do this with a misunderstanding of the Japa- 
nese. The matter is not one of international mor- 
als. There is no international morals court and 
if there were one no nation could enter it with 
Japan has a problem which no other 
nation faces, one of limited resources and crowding 
population unable to live decently off the land 
available. If the nation were impotent it would 
have to bear this, but it is not. It is a militarist 
nation as highly developed and as fully organized 
as Germany. Its citizens are self-sacrificial and 
devoted. It has exaltation and courage. It has 
the willingness to sacrifice one generation for the 
happiness of another. , 
It sees relief in;China, the huge pacifist country 
with a tiewly starting national consciousness and 
no means of protecting itself. China has every- 
thing that Japan needs. It has mines and, in spite 
of its condensed populace, spaces to be filled. It 
hak iron and coal and arable land. It needg rail- 
road development. It needs governmental efficien- 
cy. it. is a danger to Japan if it continues to 
nward concessions and grants of power and land 
to nations which may prove to he enemies of 
Japan and as such be established as neighbors to 
Japan. It is weak and easily spoiled. It has fallen 
under the western aggressor and lost ports, re- 
sources, and territory. : 

Japan, needing the resources of China and fear- 
ing the dangers which it might set up against Jap- 
anese security, has decided to take over the pacifist 
country and hold and admipister it. The method 
by which this is being done is cruel. It is in con- 
travention of treaty and agreement. It is con- 
cerled beneath soft words and specious arguments. 
Tt is an irresistible force hidden by a smile.

nesses upon the banks of the Ohio river. 

It had been found that the slow and ponderous: 
movements of troops trained upon the Huropean 
model, with their heavy accoutrements, tight uni- 
forms, and unsuitable tactics, were wéll nigh 
helpless against savages, and almost equally help- 
less against soldiers habituated to warfare in the 
dense forests and trackless wastes of America. 

It was therefore decided by the British gov- 
ernment to raise on this side of the Atlantic from 
among the coloniste themselves a force grhich 
would be able to meet these conditions. Desig- 
nated as the Sixtieth Royal Americans, the regi- 
ment was accordingly formed of 4,000 men, in four 
battalions, Gen. the Earl of Loudoun, commander- 
in-chief of the British army in America, being 
its first colonel-in-chief. It was recruited from 
settlers in the states of Massachusetts, New York, 
Maryland, North Carolina, and particularly Penn- 
sylvania. 

After the proclamation of American independ 
ence and the restoration of peace between Great 
Britain and her former colonies in America, the 
name of the corps was changed from Royal Amer- 
icans to the King’s Royal Rifles and has always 
been regarded, both in military as well as in 
social prestige, as one of the crack corps of the 
British army. ;

The Stuart-Wortleys have among their forbears 
the so celebrated Lady Mary Wortley Montagu, 
British ambassadress at Constantinople, great 
traveler and writer, and who was the first to in- 
troduce into England inoculation for smallpox. 
Her only daughter was the wife of that Lard Bute 
who was premier in the early portion of the reign 
of George III., and who as such had a great deal 
to do with the origin of the American war of 
independence. 

It was the second son of this Lord and Lady 
Bute who inherited his mother’s property, as well 
as her armorial] bearings and literary treasures, 
and his son in turn was the first Lord Wharn- 
cliffe of the present creation. ’

Near by are the Wharncliffe crags, a picturesque 
displacement of rocks of huge size, thickly wood- 
ed at the bottom, where they fall to the river, and 
containing the cavern which, according to York- 
shire folklore, was the lair of the terrible dragon 
of Wantley. What renders this Wortley hall 
estate particularly interesting is that the Wort-

The entire alimentary 
canal, including the esophagus, stomach, 
amall and large intestines, is about five 
times the length of the individual. The 
large intestine, or colon, is from four 
to six feet’ long and from one inch and 
one-half to two inches and one-half in 
diameter. It is of this part of the in-. 
testine that we are chiefly concerned in 
considering the causes of constipation. 
The colon is encircled by muscular 
fibers that contract and expand alter- 
nately and this motion, moves the con- 
tents along from above downward to- 
ward the rectum, its lower and 
end. The lining membrane of the colon. 
is capable of absorbing fluids from its con- 
tents or of discharging fluids into its

1890, that it was May 20, 1882. The negotiations which led up to the triple 
piliance were rather difficult, and the Italian ambassador in Berlin, De 
Leunay, said when he was informed about the wording of the treaty: “It 
will be worth just as much for us gag we shall be able to make it worth.” 

On March 13, 1883, Mancini informed the second chamber of the conclu- 
gion of the treaty and added: “ Because some territories in Austria are 
‘Italian, shall we demand them from Austria? Well, then we would have to 
do the same toward France and England with regard to Nice, Corsica, and 
Malta. Germany would have to demand their German provinces from Austrig 
and Russia, and all Europe would become entangled in a terrific war. The 
standard bearers of the ‘Irredenta' themselves do not believe in the posgsi- 
bility of such madness, No, I will speak the harsh truth: they do not want 
ee “ge po res the downfall of the monarchy. The impudent 
plans of an insolent and ne ble minority ar 
tetanus gligi y are estimated at their real value 
. The triple alliance was renewed for five years in 1887, then in June. 
ill 1897, and in 1897 till 1902. In 1902 it was renewed till the 14th aren 
‘1914. But already in December, 1912, the three powers declared that “to 
femonstrate before the whole world how closely they were united” they 
wanted to renew the treaty one year and a half before its stipulated term.. 
dn August, 1912, the Italian deputy Enrico Buonanno wrote in the magazine 
Janus: “For thirty and more years we have had such a sturdy support in 
the triple alliance that a terrible recklessness only could push us into another 
connection, the advantages and disadvantages of which it would be more 
taan risky to experience." 7

N his memoirs, which are an inexhaustible mine for students of our con- 
temporaneous history, Crispi says: “ England does not fear the develop- 
ment of our marine; on the contrary, she is giad of it, because with it 
there rises a sea power which can oppose France. Ag friends and allies 
of the English we have nothing to fear on sea. But if ever the contrary 
should come to pass, we would not be the masters of our coasts any longer,” 
in the treaty of the triple alliance there was something lacking which Italy 
thought she needed, and that was the guarantee of her position in the Medi- 
terranean. Remember that the relations between France and Italy were 
strained and that France at that time was without doubt the second sea 
power of the world. So in 1887, when the treaty was to be renewed for the 
first timé, the Italian minister of foreign affairs, Count Robilant, made it @ 
condition that England would bind herself to take care of the Italian inter- 
ests in the Mediterranean. ‘ 
Bismarck acknowledged that this request was justified, and his interven- 
tion in England was successful. ‘The Times wrote: “ Bhs ‘a hose inter 
ests are'all connected with peace and undigturbed develépment, puts her pre- 
ponderanee on the side of this alliance which i# so extremely useful to con- 
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1891, 


allow France to intimidate Italy by economical pressure, and began the tariff 
war with France which lasted for ten years. England kept her word: when 
in the winter of 1888 French squadrons were concentrated in the Mediterra- 
hean and Italy became nervous the English canal fleet immediately showed up. 

The Italian peninsula, which stretches into the Mediterranean, long, nar- 
tow, and with immense coasts, could only be protected by a tremendous navy. 
As Italy: had not a sufficient navy and France was able at any moment to 
bombard her ports, destroy the railroads which are running along the coasts, 
take the islands, and invade the continent at different points, Italy had to be 
on good terms with England. The cleverest statesmen of both countries, 
Bismarck and Crispi, agreed on that point. The triple alliance was exceed- 
ingly valuable to Italy as long as it was completed by England's good will, 
but the moment England should take an antagonistic position toward the 
triple alliance the treaty would not be more than a scrap of paper. 

This change took place in the first years after William Il. ascended the 
throne. The reasons are well known, and we can sum them up in a few 
sentences. Caprivi, Bismarck’s successor, did not renew the treaty with 
Russia, ¢ blunder which hurt Germany's international prestige badly. (Here 
is the real starting point of the present war.) England now expected to get 
into a close connection with Germany and to use the strongest army of 
Europe against Russia, as she later did “faute de mieux” with Japan. But 
Germany gave her the cold shoulder. The emperor developed his plans for 
& strong navy; Germany’s commerce grew gigantically and at a much 


Turkey; the idea of a railroad to Bagdad seemed to aim at India; the per- 
fonal antagonism between Edward and William made itself felt; the attitude 
of the emperor after the Jameson raid drove England into fury. All the time 
the more thoughtful elements of both nations tried to smooth out difficulties 
snd come to.a definite understanding, but in their heart of hearts they knew 
that it-would be in vain and that the rivals would have to fight it out. .

‘that the prise which Germany g@nd Austria could offer (a colonial empire in 
North Africa) would be worth more than a share in the Balkans and that 
Italy could have heeome the first Mediterranean power, while on the side of 
England and France she wil] never be more than the third.

“The keeping of treaties between great powers is conditional as soon as 
it is tested in the struggle for life.

last night. Venice got the news in # spectacular manner. 
Everybody knew that Venice was one of the most ex- 
posed. points for attack, aleo that the Austrians and Ger- 
mans were resolved to get their revenge most quickly 
by destroying or ruining if powsible this spot, which is) 
the most beautiful, the moat appealing, of all Italy’s his- 
toric treasures, . Unfortunately Venice is aiso a naval 
base, with a great arsénal and powder factory, and lat- 
terly has been elaborately fortified by works on the Lido, 
the sandy island that fronts the Adriatic. This fact has 
Biven the enemy a techriicel excuse for bombardment, 
not that the Germans or Austriang seem to need tech- 
nical excuses in their methods of warfare. . 

’ J had dinner the evening before at a little restaurant 
near San Niccolo di Lido, outdoors under the trees near 
sis the water. There were half a dozen or more gray tor- 
pedo boat destroyers moving restiessly in and out past San Niecolo, and the. 
place itself waa full of soldiers and sailors. There was an air of expectancy, | 
but when I took the boat for the city all seemed quiet enough—only Venice 
was ebsolutely dark, not a light peeping anywhere from square or house. 

Some hours later I awake startled from a heavy sleep, the reverberation | 
of an explosion ringing in my ears, It Was scarcely dawn. In the gray blue 
light I could see the birds wheeling frighteged above the trees in the gerden 
below my window. Mingled in my dreams with the explosion was the song 
of a nightingale—and then there came angther dull, thusderous explosion, 


of machine guna in every direction. Now I knew. War had been declared 
and the Austrians hed taken this way to acknowledge Italy's declaration. 
Venice was being attacked. In the sputter of the machine guns, varied by 
the heavier report of shrapnel, could be heard the busz of motors, that 
moment by moment sounded nearer. Very soom the aeroplane itself became 
visible, coming from the direction of the Jand, oddly enough, not from the 
fortresa of Pola, across the Adriatic, where there are supposed to be forty 
of them in wait for the descent on Italy. It flew high and directly across 
Venice, aiming apparently for the arsenal, the Lido, the open sea. 

It was an odd sight, that little winged object aloft looking like a large 
'aerial beetle, buzzing busily through the still, gray morning sky, heading 
with human will and determination in a set line, bent on destruction. 1 
could not see the bombs as they fell, naturally, but while I looked there came 


distinguished in all the racket made by the land artillery. From every win- 
'dow and balcony half dressed people could be seen, peering up silently into 
the gray sky, watching the filght of the monoplane across the heavens until 
it disappeared in the vague dawn beyond St. Marc’s. Other guns/below took 
up the attack; then gradually all became gilent once more. Only/the cries of 
the frightened birds circling about in the garden and the thin/voices of the 
awakened inhabitants could be heard. 

In another half hour or so the sirens slrieked once more and the ma- 
chine guns from the roof of the Papadopoli palace just belo#y on the canal 
began to sputter once more. This time every one knew what/the matter was, 
and there was a larger gathering of hastily clothed persons to witness the 
arrival. It was another monoplane coming from the same land direction. 
It flew considerably lower than the first, so jow that its aylator could be dis- 
tinguished, also the bands of color on the body of the car. It skirted the city 
more cautiously toward the Adriatic, and later we Jearned had been brought 
down by the guns aimed at it from every quarter. 

Thereafter nobody tried to sleep; the little Venetian: passages and bridges 
were filled with talking people, and rumors of the damage done by the bom bs 
began to come in. Eleven were dropped in all, killing no one and doing no 
harm of importance, except possibly at the arsenal where one fell. I was at 
the local police station when one of the bombs which had not exploded was 
brought in. It contained a great deal of petroleum, was of the incendiary

NE understood now the significance of the preparations they have made 
to guard the treasures of fine art, priceless and irreplaceable, that 
abound here in Venice, truly the jewel box of the world. The prancing 
bropse horses of St. Marc are crated in wood, and there fs a stout 

- scaffolding supporting the arch with the famous mosaics within the 

church itself. They are stil] building brick supports between the arches of 
the ducal palace, and all along the sea side there is a high wooden board- 
ing, I suppose to protect the delicate stone work of the columns from the 
flying splinters of a bomb explosion. The pictures in the Belle Arti have 
been carried away elready, and others from the churches are now being 
taken down and sent to some iniand place of safety. But little can be done 
to» protect Venice itself, which stands exposed in all its fragile loveliness to 
the attacks of the new Vandals. Ite delicate palaces—already crumbling 
frem the wash of waves created by motor and steam boats im the canals; 
the great shatue of the warrior Colleoni, the marvelous front of the ducal 
palace, dominating the harbor with its lustrous color; campanili and. 


| churches filled with noble monuments to its great ones—all are exposed help< 


lessly to aerial bombs, to shells from men of war. Nothing could save Venice 
from even a slight bombardment, not to think of such pounding as Rheims. 
and Bruges have received. Venice would sink at the @rst hostile blow into 
the sea, a mass of ruins, returning thus bereaved to her ancient bridegroom. 

Of course there will be an ample defense: Venice can hardly be “taken.” 
Swift, gray destroyers move in and out constantly past the Piazetta and 
along the Zattere, contrasting strangely with the black gondolas with their 
defiant steel prows in imitation of Roman triremes. There is the picturesque 
gondola, the marble palace of the Doges, the Church of St..Marc—relics of 
another world; and here is the gray destroyer, symbol of the World today as 
man is making it. The old Venetians, to be sure, were good fighters, not to 
say quarrelseome. War was never long absent, as may easily be realized from 
the great pictures in the halls of the ducal palace. But war in those days 
was more the boisterous play of noisy children than the slaughterous, de- 
structive thing that modern men make it. And when those old Venetians 
were not fighting they were building greatly, beautifully, lovingly. When 
we are not fighting we are making money and inventing the hideous engines 
of modern warfare, There is a difference—a very great and woeful dif- 
ference! ang?

HE awakening this early dawn into the modern world of clamorous 
hatreds, of deadly distant enemies, and secret missilés was unfor- 
gettable.

_ These are all questions that alert, 
observant boy scouts ought to be able to an- 
swer. The study of birds is to the city boy 
often about the only chance at first hand ac- 
quaintance with wild life. 

City and country scouts alike can find inter- 
esting work and do a good turn for their 
government in helping in the bird census 
which is to be conducted this year again by the 
biological survey of the department of agricul- 
ture. | 

The agricultural scientists have for years 
been seeking to make the public understand 
the economic value of birds in the destruction 
of insects that prey on crops and trees. 

The bird census is for the purpose of taking 
an inventory of the farmer's bird allies and 
to take as accurate as possible a measure of 
the nation’s wealth in bird life. Many highly 
interesting facts have been developed by the 
investigations of the census conducted last, 
year, and the collaboration of reports has in- 
dicated facts hitherto undiscovered. 

There are no funds to pay for the taking ot 
the bird census, so it is necessary for the 
department to rely on volunteer services. The 
biological survey of the department of agri- 
culture will, however, furnish the necessary 
instructions and report blanks to all who de- 
sire to codperate in the census. The success of 
the census depends entirely on the enthusiasm 
with which the bird lovers of the country re- 
spond.

The bird population of the United States is 
now much lower than it ought to be, accord- 
ing to the biologists who conducted the last 
census of our feathered friends. If birds were 
given more protection and encouragement 
there would be an increase in numbers which 
would be accompanied by a corresponding de- 
crease in the insect pests which the birds de- 
stroy. 

While birds have through experience come 
to take the friendship of man cautiously, it is 
found that breeding birds prefer thickly inhab- 
ited regions to the open plain and the deep 
forest. This makes it seem probable that as 
our human population increases a correspond- 
ing increase in the bird population will be 
noted. This is to be explained, no doubt, 
largely by the fact that man and his agricul- 
tural operations tend to increase the available 
food supply for the birds.

REMEMBER once when earrying out a 
secret recontiaissance in South Africa I 
came across a farmhouse from which the 
owner was absent at the moment of my 

arrival, I had come far and would have still 
farther to go before I came across any habita- 
tion, and I was hard up for a lodging for 
the night. 

After offsaddling and knee haltering my 
horse I looked into the various rooms to see 
what sort of a man was the inhabitant. It 
needed only a glance into his bedroom in this 
ramshackle hut to see that he was one of the 
right sort, for there in a glass on the window 
sill were two toothbrushes. I argued that he 
was an Englishman and of cleanly habits and 
would do for me as a host—and I was not 
mistaken in the result! 

The game of hide and seek is really one of 
the best games for a boy and can be elaborated 
until it becomes scouting in the field. It teaches 
you a lot. I was strongly addicted to it as a 
child, and the craft learned in that innocent 
field of sport has stood me in good stead in 
many a critical time since. To lie flat in a 
furrow among the currant pushes when I had 
not time to reach the neighboring box bushes 
before the pursuer came in sight taught me 
the value of not using the most obvious cover, 
since it would at once be searched. The 
hunters went at once to the box bushes as the 
likely spot, while I could watch their doings 
from among the stems of the currant bushes. 

Often I have seen hostile scouts searching 
the obvious bits of cover, but they did not 


find me there: and, like the elephant hunter ~ 


among the fern trees or a boar in a cotton 
crop, so a boy in the currant bushes is invisi- 
ble to the enemy, while he can watch every 


move of the enemy’s legs. 
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morning stroll through the wood lots and pas- 
tures at the outskirts of a village or city will 
discover hundreds of busy songsters.

The most abun- 
dant bird vi « . is the well known and vocifer- 
ous robin, the rotund shouter that greets the 
earliest worm and proclaims his content to 
the world from the topmost limb of a frost- 
bitten tree. 

There are six pairs of robins to every farm 
of sixty acres in the northeastern section of 
the country. No other bird is nearly so com- 
mon as the robin and the English sparrow, 
but there are enough of all the birds to make 
their family counts run into the millions: 
Using 100 robins as a unit of count, the other 
birds noted by the census were found in this 
proportion: Catbirds, 49; brown thrashers, 
also known as thrushes, 37; house wrens, 28; 
king birds, 27; blucbirds, 26. All of these 
birds are he'd to be desirable and valuable.

It will be an in- 
teresting vacation activity to try to find out.

Another secret that one picked up at the 
game of hide and seek was, if possible, to get 
above the level of the hunter’s eye and to 
“freeze ”"—that is, to sit tight without a 
movement, and, although not in actual con- 
cealment, you are apt to escape notice by so 
doing. I found it out long ago by lying flat 
along the top of an ivy clad wall when my 
pursuers passed within a few feet of me with- 
out looking up at m+. I put it to the moof 
later on by sitting on a bank beside the road, 
just above the height of a man, but so near 
that I micht have touched a passerby with a 
fishing rod: and there I sat withont any con- 
cealment and counted fifty-four wayfarers, out 
of whom no more than eleven noticed me. 

The knowledge of this fact came in useful 
on one of my investigating tours. Inside a 
great high wall lay a dockyard in which, it 
was rumored, a new power house was being 
erected and possibly a dry dock was in course 
of preparation.

A flag means victory. And it isa vic- 
tory for the child if he overcomes a bad 
habit.

But it must 
be administered as regularly as medicine 
is administered in an illness. The charm 
will fail if, for days, the mother has 
neglected to draw the flag.

Tiny Toes Tender,

A well enriched, deeply cultivated soil, 
a good mulching about the roots, and 
deiphinium ‘plants will repay for their 
care. The seeding varieties give as much 
satisfaction as the imported named sorts. 
As soon as spikes are through blooming 
cut them down; others will come in their 
place and-prolong the season from June 
until late fall. 

An infinite variety of flower forms and 
combinations of color, white, gold, or 
black centered petals, of white or rose 
hued or blue, are to be found among del- 
phinfums. 

To kill root maggots which may atiack 
them, try this: Use four pounds lump 
lime, one pound tobacco dust, one gallon 


polling water to slack the lime. When 


the mixture is slacked add four gallons 
of water. In applying use one quart of 
the solution to eleven quarts of water. 
Pour half a pint at the roots of each plant 
once a week until maggots have come to 
the surface.

FLOWERS IN THE PARKS. 

Roses and peonies have entered a con- 
test for first place in favor just now. At 
this time over 10,000 peonies, pale or 
blushing, fram shell pink to deepest blood 
red, are in bloom in the parks, boulevards, 
and home gardens. Only the shorter sea- 
son ig a handicap to the peony. But that 
need not be counted, since the peony is 
of Siberian lineage and will endure win- 
ters the rose cannot face, and is free from 
the hosts of rose diseases. 

The American Peony society has re- 
duced the catalogue of the plants to a 
ecienge. By means of a chart of the soci- 
ely a particular pleasure may be enjoyed 
in the peony season. The flower shapes 
are classified as single, semi-double, Jap- 
anese, anemone, crown, bomb, semi-rose, 
and rose. The chart names about 360

Pyre- 
thrums, heliotropes, gilias, and many lil- 
ies are in blossom. The field daisies have 
come and look pretty beside the blue 
lupines.

Plain Boiled Beans. 

| Plain boiled kidney beans without pork 

or fat of any kind or vegetable sgasoning 
are excellent, cost about one-fourth what 
kidney beans in the can cost, and have 
about four times the food value, thus 
making it possible to get about sixteen 
times as much for the money. We can 
} earily see with our eyes that we get four 
times the value, That we get sixteen 
times the value is proved by food analy- 
sis. : 

Soak:a cup of beans over night or for 
five or six hours, after. washing them 
thoroughly, using from two to three times 
the water there is beans. Put on to cook 
in from four to five cups of cold water 
which should include the water in which 
the beans were soaked. Bring slowly to 
a boil, skim carefully. cover kettle, and 
put over simmering burner to cook for 
two hours, when they ought to be de- 
liciously tender, or cook in a firelees 
cooker.

But some of the mois- 
ture in the beans may be dried out to ad- 
vamtage if a generous amount of butter 
takes its place. Skim out the beans and 
heat them up with butter over a hot fire,

Seasoned Boiled Beans. _ 
Some of the beans have so much flavor 
of their own that they do not need to be 
boiled with an onion, a carrot, and per- 
haps some other bit of vegetable, but 
these freshen and improve the flavor of 
lima beans, most of the white beans, and 
\particularly the split peas. The addition 
of pork, when beans are boiled, adds to 
their savory quality, but is not essential, 
as they are daintier when buttered well 
as served. Remember that a big fire boils 
beans hard instead of soft, makes the 
addition of water necessary, which. les- 
sens their flavor, and is bad for other 
reasons.

OUR NAVY EFFICIE 


Comparison Between 
American and European 
Sailors; Stories of 
American Revolt Against 
Naval Restraint. 

By J. W. LENTZ. 


ITH respect to discipline the Ameri- 
\ NV can navy presents a problem vastly 
diferent from that of any Euro- 
pean navy—if, indeed, the latter can 
at all be said to present such a problem. 

Ip the Russian navy the common gailor is 
still flogged as lustily as of old. This may 
cause a mutiny, as it did in the Black sea a 
few years ago, but that does not greatly dis- 
turb the repose of bureaucracy. If they don’t 
behave well, just hang them, and there’s an 
end. Wo sickly sentimentalism about Russian 
officialdom. 

When the auxiliary cruiser Lena was in- 


terned at Mare island two officers deserted, 


thinking they would be warmly welcomed back 
to the fighting line. Nothing of the sort; they 
were bundled back to Mare island al! the way 
from Petrograd and would have been executed 
but for the interference of Admiral McCalla. 
The Russian bureaucrat thinks of discipline in 
terms of hemp, hobbies, and hand irons. 


Less barbarous, though not less rigid, is the | 


discipline of the German navy. On the visit 
of the German fleet to New York about four 
years ago the men, instead of being granted 
liberty, were marched to shore by their mid- 
shipmen. “ Wass? Urlaub in Amerika!” ex- 
claimed one of the engineers to whom I men- 
tioned the incident later. “Sie michten 
durchbrennen.” They could not trust their 
‘men in a foreign port. The war has brought 
forth no more caustic comment on the German 
system than this thoughtless remark. 


‘The make believe strictness of the British — 


navy is illustrated by a story told by Capt. 
Marryat of an officer who heard two seamen 
talking about him in terms that would loosen 


the baruacies from the bottom of the ship. 


They knew they were being overheard; the 
officer knew they knew it, yet made no effort 
te bave them punished. They had the decency 
at least to refrain from denouncing him to his 
face. 

It would be hard to conceive of discipline as 
@ problem in the French navy, where the of- 
ficers are so indulgent and intimate with the 
sailors that they don't mind exchanging lights 
with them or engaging them. in a game of 
chess, checkers, or cards. This is not the as- 
sumed ‘democracy of war times; it is done in 
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inherits them like the shade of his eyes or the 
color of his hair. They are a heritage to be 
prized like the battle trophies of his forbears. 
The ventures and voyages of his forefathers 
are the fabric of his dreams, the warp and 
woof of his soul. To the requirements of ship 
life such a man is automatically adjusted. He 
would fasten the shackles himself if he could. 

From all this the situation of the United 
States navy differs as the day from the night. 
The American sailor resembles the European 
about as much as a broncho resembles a draft 
horse. He shares the intense democracy of 
the aspiring and ascending working class, or, 
better yet, the unconscious democracy of the 
American farmer. If he is a city man he 
calmly and firmly asserts his equality with any 
man; if he is a farmer’s son he has never 
heard of a superior. The executive officer of 
the Chicago one day passed on the deck a 
man who, though enlisted, had not yet been 
sworn jn. “Stand up and salute!” com- 
manded the officer. “D——d if I will; I ain’t 
sworn in yet,” said Baxter in a tone that 
tipped the beam at 185 pounds. 

An amusing situation arose on the Pena- 
sylvania when a huge anthropoild ape, shipped 
at Bombay, crawled into one of the upper 
bunkers and died. The ape was thrown over- 
board as soon as discovered, but none of the 
negro ¢oa] passers could be persuaded to go 
into that bunker. It was dark like a grave 
yard and might be haunted; that ape bore a 
suspicious resemblance to a man, especially 
to a negro. The darkies were brought to the 
mast for refusing duty. Terrified, they threw 
themselves upon the mercy of the captain, 
which in this case was not found wanting. 

A more serious compromise of discipline oc- 
eurred on the same ship when a crack boat’s 
crew lost a race in a way that left no room 
for doubt they had done it on purpose. For 
a time they had been steady winners; now, 


_ pulling against the same crews, they had cow 


ered less than half the course when the other 
boats finished. On every ship in the: harbor 
the men were cheering wildly, uproariously, 
not the winners, but the losers. It took brawa 
to win a race, but to lose like this took some 
thing better—pluck. No winning erew had 
evet aroused such enthusiasm. It was not ap- 
plause they received, but an ovation. 

The captain, red faced, fat, and furious, 
stood on the quarter deck like a German car- 
toon of John Bull. He fired maledictions at 
the rowers like a medieva] exorcist, but the 
children of his wrath were drowned like pup- 
pies in a cloudburst. Nothing could survive 
the tumult but cries of “Give us sumpin’ 
t'eat!” These words in the midst of such e 
demonstration had the desired effect. The 
captain shifted his chlorine attack to the com- 


_ missary department, an offender for some time’

SHORE LEAVE WITHOUT LEAVE. 

On another ship after a hard run from 
Boston to Algiers the captain, insteead of 
giving liberty to the entire crew, gave it only 
to the petty officers, leaving the men of the 


‘ stokeholds to see the city “through a port- 


hole.” About 9 o'clock the master at arms re- 
ported that most of the engineer force was 
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ashore. This meant, of course, that the ma- 
rines were blinking—that discipline was top- 
sy-turvy. The captain ordered the crew to 
quarters, but to his unutterable amazement he 
found that the men could not be mustered; 
there were a dozen “ Here, sirs” for every 
name that was called. Disorder, pandemo- 
nium, hopeless confusion. “ There will be mu- 
tiny sure,” the captain was heard to say, and 
he was apparently prepared for the worst; 
bm nothing came of it. The inability of the 
captain to contro] his crew was atnusing, and 
the Yankee tar, being a cheerful wight and a 
merry one, just laughed. 

The jackies laughed loud and long, but their 
satisfaction over the incident did not deter 
them from taking any further revenge that 
might be forthcoming. A few weeks later the 
captain tried to raise a fund for his pet 
hobby, the Naval Relief society. As the men 
were mostly broke, they were asked to fill out 
and hand in a so-called pay check authorising 
the paymaster to transfer a certain amount of 


peratee pirates or highwaymen but everyday 
American sailore—who, according to the blue 
book, had committed a serious military offense. 
What was to be done? A quick decision was

One morning, just after anchoring in the 
most conspicuous berth in New York harbor— 
in view of the Battery, Staten island, Hobo- 
ken, and a score of large ferries—the West 
Virginia had this placard on its side, in red 
letters reaching from the water line to the 
main deck: “Uncle Sam’s Madhouse. Capt. 
Blank in Charge.” Here was a great ship 
shamed, disgraced, before a million eyes. Capt. 
Blank was mad as a Danbury hatter, and 
doubtless would have had his due revenge by 
“ making it still hotter,” but the navy depart- 
ment had the good sense to give the captain a 
new command, with time to cool off between

CRUISE WITH WILD CREW. 

A vessel left Boston in 1904 with a crew 
mostly from New England—square jawed Irish 
custodians of a dimming literary luster—the 
monotony broken by a thin scattering of canny 
Nova Scotians and bewildered looking west- 
erners. The contempt of these men for the 
liquor regulations was lofty and overwhelm- 
ing—paralleled only by their indifference to 
the dangers of possible war. I doubt if during 
my two years’ stay on that ship there was ever 
a time when all hands were sober. 

At sea they stole alcohol and shellac or 
bought whisky from the officers’ stewards; in 
port they smuggled what they wanted with 
little difficulty. Once when the master at arms 
confiscated some whisky found on two men re- 
turning from liberty the executive officer, in- 
stead of holding it as evidence for the prelim- . 
inary trial, drank it himself. The atmosphere 
of drunkenness was so thick that some of the 
men took to drinking as a sort of inoculation 
against their environment. 

Fights and drunken brawls were daily oc 
currences, and knives, clubs, and bottles were 
not deemed ignoble weapons. Warrant officers 
and chief petty officers were in constant danger 
of assault. One was found in a dying condi- 
tion on the San Francisco water front, one 
was struck on the head with a bottle, a third 
had one of his eyés put out, still another 
“ fell” one night down one of the bridge lad- 
ders and was seriously injured. It is not 
known that in each of these cases some one 
of the crew was guilty, but where violence 
follows threats one can hardly help speculating 
as to the source. , 

The American sailor is not a docile crea- 
ture; he cannot be handled like his European 
brother, at least not by any method thus far 
applied, and I doubt that he could be by Rus- 
sian ferocity, German “ thoroughness,” or even 
by French bonhomme. He ig exsentially « 
rebel, sometimes right, more often wrong, but 
always stubborn. So far from being a slave 
who cannot call his soul bis own, as some of 


* our economic radicals would have us believe, 


he is often far more independent than the la- 
borer in shop or factory. That the aitnua~= 
as I have described it always works out to the 
advantage of the service I am not prepared to 
say.

HE map illustrated on this page 

gives the trunk line routes from 

| Chicago to Mississippi river points 

and ali of the automobile roads in 

Minnesota, Iowa, and Missouri. 

There are five important routes leaving 
Chicago for the travel west. _ 

The first route goes northwest through 
Dundee, I1l., Algonquin, Harvard, Genoa, 
Wis., Janesville, Edgerton, Stoughton, 
Madison, Prairie Du Sac, Baraboo, Reeds- 
burg, and La Crosse. At La Crosse you 
cross the bridge over the Mississippi river 
and go west to Ridgeway, Minn. From 
Ridgeway to Winona the road is over roll- 
ing country with beautiful scenery and 
there is an eleven mile strip of cement 
road from La Moilleto Winona. Leaving 
7 Winona continue west through Rochester 
i. and then go north through Zumbrota, 

; Cannon Falils, Wescott, St. Paul, and 
Minneapolis. 
The second trunk line route goes west 

. freem Chicago through Addigon, Elgin, 

' Rockford, Freeport, Warren, Shulisburg, 
'Wis., amd Dubuque, Ia. This road is 
‘gTavel all the way to Freeport, and the 
Dalance is rough dirt and sand roads over 
hiZy country. The road is going to be 
repaired, and ft will no doubt be a fea- 
‘sible route to Dubuque in a short time.. 
Dubuque serves as a route center for 
Minneapolis, Waterloo, Fort Dodge, and 
Sioux Falls. The Minneapolis route from 
Dubuque is over well kept dirt roads, 

‘which ere dragged frequently. The trail 

leaves Dubuque and. goes north through 
__ Bpworth, Farley, ‘Dyersville, Colesburg, 

‘Osterdoek, Guttenburg, Carnaville, Na- 
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tioinal, Froelick, Caimar, Ridgeway, 
Cresto, Vonair, Chester, Spring Valley, 
Stewardsville, and Rochester, where the 
Minneapolis route is met. 

Another prominent route from Dubuque 
goes west through Dyersville, Waterloa 
Iowa Falis, Fort Dodge, and Sioux Falls, 
8. D. This route is the eastern division 
of the Hawkeye trail, and the associa- 
tion alms to keep the roads wel) dragged 
and the telephone poles painted with the 
trail’s embiem. 

The third trunk tine route leaves Chi- 
cago and goes west through Geneva, De 
Kalb, Rochelle, Dixon, Sterling, and Mor 
rison to Clinton, Ia. where the route 
joins the Iowa official transcontinental 
route, which is the same as the Lincoln 
highway. This route is dragged after 
every rain and the organization keeps the 
telephone poles wel) marked. 

The fourth route goes west from Chi- 
cago via Naperville, Aurora, Somonauk, 
Mendota, Princeton, Sheffield, and Moline 
to Davenport. There are two important 

routes leaving Davenport for Omaha,Neb. 
The first is the River to River road, which 
traverses the state of Iowa through the 
following cities: Iowa City, Marengo, 
Grinnell, Newton, Colfax, Des Moines, 
Redfield, Monteith, Guthrie Center, Ex- 
Tia, Minden, Underwood, Weston, and 
Council Bluffs to Omeha. The second 
route from Davenport, Ia. for Omaha, 
Neb., is known as the Great White Way. 
This route crosses the state of Iowa 
through Muscatine, Fredonia, Waghing- 
ton, Oskaloosa, Des Moinea, Van Meter, 
Adair, Atlantic - Council Biuffe, and 
Omaha. Both of these routes across the 
state are dirt roada, which are kept in ex.

The fifth trunk line route leaves Chi- 
cago and goes southwest through Joliet, 
Morris, Dwight, Pontiac, Bloomington, 
Lincoln, Springfield, Carlinville, and St. 
Louis. From St. Lowis the better way to 
go for Kansas City is through St. Charies, 
Wentzville, Fulton, Columbia, Boonville, 
Marshall, Malta Bend, Dover, Lexington, 
Independence, and Kansas City. 


The roads throughout Iowa are gener- 
ally al dirt roads, and they are mostly 
under the auspices of some organization 
or club, which keep the roads in good con- 
dition by dragging, and they mark the 
trails with their emblem, which elimi- 
nates confusion when touring. Minne- 
sote has dirt roads also, but they are kept 
up to the standard as well as the Iowa 
roads by road organizations and the res- 
idents along the variousroutes. Missouri 
roads are not up to the first grade just 
yet, but the enthusiasm which has been 
displayed of late will no doubt promote 
roads Gesirable for traveling. 


A direct overland route from St. Paul, 
Minn., to St. Louis has recently been es- 
tablished. The distance of this trail is 
606 miles, and it invades the prominent 
cities of three states, which provides for 
good @ccommodations. This trail is 
marked with an official red ball marker.
